constrocted swithin the past three years
are eompuied to have o capacity for
irrigating more than one and one-half
million acres and the canals and ditches
under way when completed are cilen:
Inted to carry water enongh to reclabm
nently o million more neres. The capi-
tal already Invested in this vast system
of internnl Improvemoeonts I8 sald to ex-
coed £6000,000 aod the authorized capl-
tnlization of the numerous incorporated
irelgation compnnies rans up into the
tens of willlions,
Unfortunately, the records of the
Statie Roard of Irrigation do not afford
the information upon which a relinble
estitmnte can be based as to the immedi-
ate fature of ferlgation. The all.essen.
tial point is the availnble water supply.
How much water Is there available for
frrlgntion in Nebraska? In other words,
what nereage ean be frrigated with the
average water supply which ean be de-
pended vpon for Terlgating purposes?
We might cover the whole state with a
notwork of eanais and ditches, but un-
logs we have assurance that they will
be filled with water at the proper sea-
son the expense and labor would be
worse than wasted, Wa already have
the example of the great Ogalalla dry
diteh, which was bullt at heavy cost
and liberally subsidized, but proved to
e worthless because it was engineered
regardless of the water flow.

One of the objects of state control of
frrlgation is to vegulate canal construe-
tion In necordance with the known
sources of water supply. It is known
that the Platte, Elkhorn and Loup Fork
villeys combined, embracing over dlf
of the frrigable land in Nebraska, can
not deaw for irvigation puarposes more
than G000 cubic feet of witer per sec-
ond from the streams by which they
are watered.  This quantity of waler
ean lrrigate only 600,000 acres of land,
Whether this llmit to the avallable
water supply has been kept in view by
the various irrigation compnnies that
are operating In that arvea will be dis-
closed when the practical test is made
during the coming season. Onpe thing
is certain—that fllings have been ad-
mitted and approved by the State Irrl-
gition Board far in excess of the ea-
paeity of the available water supply.

Another mennee to successfal frriga-
tlon In Nebraska is the reckless over-
capitalization of the fIrrigation com-
panies.  There is no doubt that properly
loented and honestly constructed  irrl-
enting eanals and ditches in Nebraska
will pay handsomely on the capital In.
vestod,  But ditches promiscuously lo-
eated without regard to water supply
and stocked and bonded for millions
where only thousinds are actually in-
vested will work inealculable mischief
and cause untold injury to the agri-
eunltural interests of the state. Instend
of promoting the eaunse of Irvigation,
sueh swindling sehomes will frighten
away eapital and retard lesitimate en-
terprise,  Noehreaska reached  that
stage of frrigation progress which ealls
for prudence on the part of canal pro-
jeetors and the best engineering skill
in state supervision.  There will be re-
quired alse at the hands of the next
Tegislature such a revision of the irri-
atlon lnws s will alord  the most
ample protection against wildeat Irriga-
tlon schemes and drey diteh englneer-
ing.
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THE EXPENSIVE SENATR.

A few (dnys ago resolutions were in-
troduced  In the senate by Senitor
Chandler which contemplate an inguiry
into the expenditures of that body, with
a view to manking reductions, and un-
deubtedly the New Ilampshire scenator
his excellent reasons for desiring 1o
institute such an inquiry. It is a well
attested faet that the exnenditnres of
the sennte hnve been steadily grewiog
for yeavs and it is  stated that  the
amonnt disbursed at each congress, us
itemized in the report of the secretary
of the senate and the sergeantat-nrms,
shows that it is probably the most ex-
pensive leglslative body in the world.
The charge of extravagance made
against the senate, says the Washing-
ton correspondent of the Philadelphin
Ledger, and which has beau so often
repeated during the past ten years, is
based upon an analysis of Its dishoese-
ments as made in owiiting each yoar
under the requirements of the vevisgel
statutes. Whitle moany of the items are
fixeld by law, a very large proportion
are determined by votes on the floor
of the senate amd by the judgmeunt of
the officials,

The extravagance of the ssnate has
been frequently o subject  of  press
erltielsm, but this has falled to pro-
duee any effect, and whether such an
ingquiry as Senator Chandler proposes
would result In retvencliment 15 0 quess
tlon, so very difficult is it to bring about
any reform In senitorind pracdees amld
wethods, It would, however, serve  to
bring more fmpressively (o pubilie nt-
tention the extravagance of this Lody
amd perhaps ereate o papular senthment
for vetrenchment that would exert some
influenee. There are men in the semily
who do not favor the expensive wiy
In whieh that body conducis its affaies,
It the majority, Delng of somewhat
arlstoeratie tendencies, pre not averse
to o liberal expenditure of the pubitic
mwoney for thele convenlence and com-
fort, regurdless of the conditlon of the
revenues of the goveroment,  The sav-
fng of a few thousand doilurs s not a
mntter of auny copsequence o most gen-
ators;, even when the government 's
compelled 10 borrow money, i It in-
volves the least sacrifice of senatarial
comforts or even lnxuries, 1f the house
of representatives  wns 48 extravagant
ne the senute the cost of congross would
be nearly doublde what It bs and  yet

SCIENCE IN AGRICULTURE.

The proposition now pending hefors
congress to create a permanent position
in the Department of Agriculture under
the title of Directorin-Chief of Sclentifie
Bureaus and Investigations commends
{taclf to favorable eonsideration,  Thoere
is n recognized nesd of a man of high
selentific attalnments to innugurate and
suporvise  experiments  and  inguiries
that will enable the deparfinent to se-
enre to the agricultuenl interests of
the country their Tull share in the bene-
fits of new scientific discoveries amd
the applinnce of approved  sclentifie
methods and processes,  The director-
inchijef would also discharge the fune-
tions of nssistant gecretary of the de-

partment and will, therefore, be the
ranking oflicer next to the seeretiary
himself,

The ereation of this position will in-
cldentally give vitality to the principle
of civil serviee reform in the higher
branches of the publie serviee by ren-
son of the fact that the lnevmbent must
be selected from outside the ranks of
the politicians and will hold on good
bhehavior, An  equally forcible argu-
ment In support of the proposed office
is the Improved standing abroad which
it would give the work of the depart-
ment, especially in matters relating to
the inspection of American food pro-
duets intended for export. IHeretofore
forelgn  governments have been  too
prone to refuse recognition of the cer-
titication of Amerlean government in-
spectors and  mieroscopists,. With a
selentifiec undersecretary, there wonld
donbtless be smaller tendency nmong
Eurapean governments to disciiminate
against the products of the Ameriean
farm, dairy and orchard.

NOT AN ACT OF HOSTILITY.
There 1s an lmpression that If the
Inited States should accord belligerent
rights to the Cuban insurgents it would
necessarily  be an unfriendly  aet
toward Spain. This appears to be the
view of the English press, whose com-
ments on the action of the senate huply
that granting belligereney to the insur-
gents would justify Spnin in declnring
war against this conntry. This view is
erroneous. It was distinetly declared in
the discussion of the resolution that
passed the senate that the simple recog-
nition of the fact of belligerency Is not
a casus belll; it does not mean war, and
it was pointed out that although Spain
neknowledged the Dbelligereney of the
confederate states within three months
after the breaking out of our civil war,
there was never any thought or sugges-
tion of making thisg a cause of war with
Spain, So when England and France
recognized the confederates as belliger-
ents It was accepted by our government
as o right belonging to those nations
not to he questioned.  Every govermmnent
must judge for itself whether it will
accord belligerent rights, regardless of
the opinions or wishes of the parties to
a waur or of any other govermment,

In o specinl message to congress in
1870, on the subject of recognizing the
belligerency of the Cubans in the then
existing war with Spain, ’resident
Grant said: “The question of helliger-
eney is one of fact not to be decided by
sympathies for or predjndices against
elther purty. The relations between the
parent state and the nsurgents must
amount, in faet, to war in the sensé of
internationnl law. IMighting, though
flerce and protracted, does not alone
copstitnte war; there must be military
forces ncting In accordance with the
rules  and customs of war—ilags of trnce,
cartels, exchange of prisoners, eote.,—
and to justify o recognition of beller-
eney there must be above all ade facto
politienl organization of the insurgents
suflicient in churacter and resources to
eonstitnte i, i left to itself, a state
amang nations eapable of discharvging
the duties of a state aond of meeting the
just responsibilities it may Inear as
sneh toward other powers in the dis-
chavge of its national doties."  The
Siteation in Cuba at that time not con-
forming to these conditions General
Grant refused to accord belligerent
rights to the Insurgents; but it s not
pecessary  that now the  government
shall require all these conditions before
granting Delligerent rights. 1t may
tnke such aetion shmply on the ground
that its interests nud the interests of
its citizens demand It, and if this be
done in good falth It could not falvly
be challenged as an act of unfriendli-
noss to Spain, or at any rate as o cause
of war,

There Is apt to be confusion regarding
the granting of belligerent rights and
a recognition of Independenee, due o
the assoclation of the two in the son-
ate resolotion, 1t should be understood
that recognltion of the insurgents ns
belligerents would in no way invoelve
the recognition of their independence.
The two things are widely dilferent,
Recognition of the Independence of the
nsurgents by our government would
indecd be 4 cause of war. A rule ae-
copted by authorities on laternantional
law Is this: “So long as a nation s
engnged o a domestle war with a por-
tion of itx own members any other na-
tlon  which recognlzes theie Indepond-
ence commits an aet of aggression and
becomes a party to the war.  But it
may, without offense, recognize them
as belligerents.”  The senate resolution
goes no forther than to reguest  the
president o use his  frelendly  offices
with the government of Spain tor the
rocognition of the  Independence  of
Cuba, nnd while Spain would undoubt-
odly resent such an Interposition she
conld hardly find in it Justfication for
declaving war  agalost  the  United
Htntes.

ANOTHER INTEREST FOR RECIPRDCITY.

There 18 invested In the fAonr milling
industry of the United States over
£200,000,000, - and last year the value of
the product: of 4his Industry was $5374.
(00,000, while 1t paid to Iabor 527,000,
oM, These facts wore given n fow days
ngo. 1o a  sobeoammittee of the honse
committee on ways and means by rep-
resantatives of the Millers' league, who
pregented thele views in béhalf of the
policy of reciprocity, They gave some
facts  showing  what reciprocity  had
done for the floue milling Indusiry of
this country. Under the agrecement
with Brazil the export of Amerlcin
flour to that conntry increassd in two
yeurs from G45,000 barrels per year to
021,000 barrels,  Sinee the abirogation
of the agreoment the trade with eazil
had fallen off abont 200,000 barrols a
yvear.  Another heavy loss in this trade
followed the abrogation  of  the reel-
procity arrangemoent with Spain, which
gave Ameriean millers peactieally
wonnpoly of the Cuban market.  Many
of the Furopean countries discreiminate
ngatnst American flone In the Interest
of hiome millers and the only remedy
for this will be found in the application
of the principle of veciprocity.  Coun-
tries that will pot aceept that principle
st expoet some di=erimination
against theie prodocts in our markots,

An Investigation of  the results  of
rociprocity hng been authorviged by the
onse of representatives and 1t will un-
donbitedly show that a very grave mils-
take was made in abandoning that pol-
iey. 1ts restoration as one of the earliest
aets of the republican parvty when agnin
in power Is assured.

AN HONEST MONEY CAMPAIGN.

Although the popular verdiet in the
elections of Inst year was distinetly and
overwhelmingly for honest money and
the recent aetion of the representatives
of the people in congress was in har-
mony with that verdiet, It is evident
that the supporters of a sound and
stable currency still have work to «do
and that they must do it with zeal and
vigor. The course of the extreme nd-
vocates of fres silver mmong the re-
publicans of the genate shows that they
are determintd to carry their demand
into the natisnnl convention at 8t. Lounls
and to use -all=the influonee and all
the menace they are capable of to have
their demand recognized, both in the
choice of the ecandidate and the mnak-
ing of the platform. They do not really
expeet to accomplish anything, but the
fact that l].g'y_ﬂmuw the odds to he
enormonsly ngainst thom will not deter
thie delegntes to the convention from
the silver stptes-from vigorously urging
the canse t%;[. takes precedence with
them of all othéd causes, and they will
threaten  the 'mi-\'lrnhl(‘ loss of their
stntes to the republican party if their
demand is not accoded to. One of the
free silver republican senators vecently
suid: “The senators from the far west-
ern stntes are convineed that the next
republican national eonvention will de-
eling to nominate a candidate for the
presidencey upon a free coinage plat-
form. With this assurance facing us
we must trim our sails to do the best
woe can with onr state tickets, with full
beliof that the eleetoral votes of our
states will be east against the repob-
lican nominee.!” This shows the spirit
of most, if not all, the extreme free
silver republicans, especially those who
refused 1o allow the revenune bill to be
taken up for conslderation in the sen-
ate unless they could attnch to it a
provision for the free coinnge of sil-
ver.

We do not helleve these men will be
able to Induce the republican voters
aof thelr states to desert the republiean
party In suflicient numbers to deprive
the party of the electoral votes of those
states, The people of the silver states
have ofher interests bestdes the white
metal, the preservation and promotion
of which is far more essentinl to their
material progress and prosperity  than
the froe eoinage of silver, They can
hope to secure proper considevation for
these intorests only in the event of the
suecess of the republican party, Falth
in their Intelligence prompts the belief
that they will not east away the sub-
stance for the shadow il that seeing
the impossibility of getting free colunge
they will decline to jeopardize the sue-
vess of the only party that will safe-
gunrd thelr other and no less limportant
interests,  Still it is necessary that the
cause of hopest money be earnestly and
persistently  advoented,. in order  that
the popular sentiment in its favor shall
suflfer no decline, but rather be In-
erensed and  strengthened,

The republican advocates of o sonud
and stable currency wnst make them-
solves so heard nod thelr inHuence so
folt before the nweting of the pational
couvention thit no proposition, the ef-
feet of which wéuld be to debase the
currency, wll_f ryceive any  cousidera
tion from that body aml no man who
15 not preparetd th sltand squarely upon
an honest money platform will hoave
auy chanee oft becoming the candidate
of the party for the presidency.
